The heart of the trouble between 


Russia and the Western Allies is 
covered by these paragraphs in the 
Associated Press overnight report: 


"Secretary of State Marshall said 
the United Status must not seek 
agreement merely for agreement's 
sake in negotiating with the Rus- 
sians. 


"Marshall said the Danube river 


conference is an excellent example 
of United States' difficulties in all 
negotiations for European 
peace 
and stability. 


"In the Danube case the Soviet 


government is attempting to tie up 
navigation under 
Communist-bloc 
control at the expense of the gen- 
eral European prosperity, he char- 
ged." 
? And there is the real issue—an 
economic conspiracy by the Rus- 
sians which all Americans will 
constantly recognize as the inevit- 
able stepping-stone to war, should 
wo be foolish enough to let Russia 
have her way now. 


Russia is seeking to sew up parts 


of Europe so that no nation out- 
sirlr; tlie Moscow currency bloc can 
sell or buy goods there. Fifteen 
years ago agents of Nazi Germany 
pulled a similar trick in Soulh 
America. They bought South Amer- 
ican products in trade-marks that 
could be redeemed only by the 
acceptance of German goods. U.S. 
and British manufacturers 
and 
traders were shut off. 


You can not. set up government 


monopoly anywhere without invit-' 
ing charges of discrimination. And 
if this discrimination happens to 
afiect. other nations seriously there 
will be war. 


That is the nature of men. It 


will always be the nature of men 
so long as thoy have to work, and 
buy' ;md sc"' lo make, a living— 
and right now is the time we slop 
Russia, with war problematical, for 
her course in the future would 
make war a certainty.

There arc two ways to control 


inflation. One is by making enough 
goods to balance the supply of 
money. The other is by reducing 
the supply of money to a level with 
thai of goods. 


President Truman, many labor 


unions and some others propose 
a third way. It is included in four 
of the President's eight points. It 
is to restore government controls 
over prices, rents, rationing, and 
allocation and inventory control of 
key materials.
